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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The addition of a "plunger" to claim 15 would require further consideration not only of claim 15 itself, but also 
dependent claim 3 since each claim was originally examined under the pretense that a "plunger means" did not necessarily have to be a 
plunger, but could also be a "funnel shaped opening" as disclosed by Applicant. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with regard to the 
functionality of the "chamber" of the Marlin reference are not considered persuasive. Applicant has failed to amend the claims in such a 
way that the structural limitations of the claimed chamber and cartridge components can overcome the art of record in their current form. 
In addition, Examiner notes that "currently amended!" in claim 9 is incorrectly spelled and the reference to "Claim 8" should be underlined 
since it was added. 
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
